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What’s happened to 
Bruce since we left him 
in Batman v Superman:

At the end of Batman 

v Superman, we leave 
Bruce fearful that there 
is an attack coming. He 
now wants to gather up 
as many metahumans as 
he possibly can. So, he’s 
in the sort of nascent stages of team-building. This 
movie starts with Bruce actively recruiting, looking, 
researching and trying to find these superhumans 
that he believes are out there. 
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Some of them are more willing to come along than 
others. What are the different reactions that he gets 
when he starts tracking people down? 

He is not met with enthusiasm by everybody that he 
encounters. Some people are a little bit more reluctant 
to join up and be part of the team. The Flash signs 
right up, but it takes some convincing for Aquaman 

to join the League. Cyborg also requires some 
encouragement from Wonder Woman. But, together, 
we collectively start to assemble this group, and

eventually they come around and realize that there’s a 
need for us to work together. 


How has the relationship with Alfred expanded? 

The Bruce/Alfred relationship continues in the vein we 
saw in Batman v Superman, where Alfred’s a little bit 
sardonic and kind of gives Bruce a hard time. He’s the 
one who can kind of let the air out of Bruce Wayne’s 
balloon in a way that keeps him grounded. 


JK Simmons plays Commissioner Gordon, who has 

an interesting relationship with Bruce Wayne and 
Gotham. Tell me about working with JK and what this 
Commissioner Gordon is like. 

Well, | did another movie with JK called The Accountant, 
and | got to know him and really like him. He’s a fine 
actor and was great in Whiplash. He’s a perfect 
Commissioner Gordon because he can play that kind 
of realism that just feels world-weary and gritty, like 
a guy who has been working the beat of Gotham for 
decades, and JK lends a real gravitas to the role. 
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
